“No sufficient tests were made of 
boilers or bulkheads or gearing or 
equipment and no life-saving nor sig- 
Ral devices were reviewed; officers 
and crew were strangers to one an- 
other and passengers to both; neither 
was familiar with the vessel or its 
implements or tools; no drill or sta- 
tion practice or helpful discipline dis- 
turbed the tranquility of that voyage, 
and when the crisis came a State of 
absolute unpreparedness stupefied 
both passengers and crew, and in 
their despair the ship went down, 
carrying as needless a sacrifice of 
noble women and brave men as ever 
clustered about the Judgment Seat 
in any single moment of passing 
time. 

“We shall leave to the honest judg- 
ment of England its painstaking chas- 
tisement of the British Board of 
Trade, to whose laxity of regulation 
and hasty inspection the world is 
largely indebted for this awful fatal- 
ity, Of contributing causes there were 
very many, In the face of warning 
signals, speed was increased and mes- 
sages of danger seemed to stimulate 
her to action rather than to persuade 
her to fear. 

Warning Given of Ice. 

“At noon on that fatal Sunday the 
steamship Baltic warned her of ice 
within five miles of her track and 
near the place where the accident 
occurred; at 5 o’clock in the after- 
noon and again, an hour before the 
accident; whet but a few miles away, 
the ste ip . Californian. signaled 
the Titanic to beware of danger, 
which her operator curtly acknow!l- 
edged; the same evening the Titan 
transmitted to the Hydrographic Of- 
fice in Washington a niessage from 
the steamship Amerika, saying she 
had passed ‘two large iceWergs’ near 
the track of the ill-fated ship.

Oceanic and on this vessel, between Bel- 
fast and Southampton, but which were 
denied him by Second Officer Lightoller 
between Southampton and the place of 
this accident, he could have seen the 
iceberg with which this ship collided 
“soon enough to get out of the way.” 
Cne of ‘these icebergs was nearly 20 
feet abave the level of the sea, with 
seven-eights of its pondrous bulk hid- 
den beneath the surface. They are com- 
posed of fice and earth and rock, and 
old sailors of the coast of Newfoundland 
usually give them a wide berth. Land 
has been formed by these deposits, and 
icebergs have frequently grounded in 
20 fathoms of water with protruding 
spires more. than a hundred feet in 
height. As they go southward their 
journey is slow and erratic, and the in- 
fluence of spring often causes explo- 
sions in the ice, which frequently serve 
to warn sailors of danger; sometimes 
the drift of field ice, led by a great 
berg, has been known to convoy schoon- 
ers in a calm, while shipwrecked sailors 
have drifted hundreds of miles in safety. 
upon the irregular surface of the ice. 
Skillful seamanship finds little difficulty 
in avoiding these obstacles, and those 
most familiar with the North Atlantic 
are usually alert at this season of the 
year to avoid unnecessary peril. 

Capt. Smith knew the sea and his 
clear eye and steady hand had often 
guided his ship through dangerous 
paths; for 49 years storms sought in vain 
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to vex him or menace his craft; but |

once before in all his honorable career 
was his pride humbled or his vessel 
maimed, and each new advancing type 
ef ship built by his company was handed 
over to him as a reward for faithful 
service and as an evidence of confidence 
in his skill; strong of limb, intent of 
purpose, pure in character, dauntless as 
a sailor should be, he walked the deck 
of this majestic structure as master of 
his keel, titanic though she was, his 
indifference to danger was one of the 
direct and contributing causes of this 
unnecessary tragedy, while his own 
willingness to die was the expiating evi- 
dence of his fitness to live; those of us 
who knew him well—not in anger, but 
in sorrow—file one specific chnrEe 
against him, overconfidence and neglect 
to heed the oft-repeated warnings of his 
friends; but, in his horrible dismay, 
when his brain was afire with honest 
retribution, we can still see, in his man- 
ly bearing and his tender. solicitude for 
the safety of women and little children, 
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clouds lowered all about him and angry 
elements stripped him of his command, 
while his devotion to nis craft, even as 
it writhed and twisted and struggled for 
mastery over its foe, calmed the fears 
of many of the stricken multitude who 
hung upon his words, lending dignity 
to a parting scene as inspiring as it is 
beautiful to remember. 

The mystery of his indtfference to 
danger, when other and less pretentious 
vesselg doubled their lookout or stopped 
their engines, finds no reasonable hy- 
pothetis in conjecture or speculation; 
science in shipbuilding was supposed to 
have attained perfection and to have 
spoken her last word: mastery of the 
ocean had at last been achieved; but 
overconfidence seems to have dulled the 
faculties usually so alert. With the at- 
mosphere literally charged with warn- 
ing signals and wireless Messages regis. 
tering their last appeal, the stokers in 
the engine room fed their fires with 
fresh fuel, registering in that dangerous 
place her fastest speed. 

“At that moment the ice, resistless as 
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steel, stole upon her and Struck her in a 
vital spot, while the last command of 
the officer of the watch in his effort to 
avert disaster, distracted by the sudden 
appearance of extreme danger, sharply 
turned aside the prow, the part best 
prepared to resist collision, exposing 
the temple to the blow; at the turn of 
the bilge the steel encasement yielded 
to a glancing blow so slight that the 
impact was not felt in many parts of 
the ship, although representing an ener- 
gy of more than a million foot tons, said 
to be the equivalent of the combined 
broadsides of 20 of the largest guns in 
our battleship fleet fired at the same 
moment, with a blow so deadly many 
of the passengérs and crew did not even 
know of the collision until tardily ad- 
vised of the danger by anxious friends, 
and even then official statements were 
clothed in such confident assurances of 
safety as to arouse no fear. The awful 
force of the impact was well known to 
the master and builder, who, from the 
first, must have known the ship was 


ine sign to one another, while to the in- 
quiry of President Ismay as to whether 
it was sérious, the captain only repiied: 
‘tT think it is." There is evidence tending 
to show that even the water-tight com- 
partments were not succesesfully closed 
either above or below. No general alarm 
was given, no ship’s officers formally 
assembled, no orderly routine was at- 
tempted, or organized system of safety 
begun. Haphazard, they rushed. by 
one another, on staircase and in hall- 
way, while men of self-control gathered 
here and there about the decks, help- 
lessly staring at One another or giving 
encouragement to those less courageous 
than themselves, :

A verdict of accident was returned 
Monday after an inquest into the death 
wf Charles Naber, 5 years old, who was 
Struck by a Frisco train on a grade 
track near Sulphur avenue Friday be-

The boy, a son of Mr. and Mrs. Jacob 
Naber of 5573A Manchester avenue, was 
walking along the track with his 
mother, who was leading another child 
by the hand.

NOTED COMEDIAN 
~ ANDSINGER, DEAD 


Joseph A. Buse, one of the organizers 
end charter member of the Apollo 
Ciub, the Hot Time Minstrels and the 
St. Louis University Alumni Associa- 
tion and noted in St. Louis as a sweet 
singer, comedian and entertainer, died 
in Philadelphia Monday night after be- 
ing ill only a few days. 

For 18 months Buse had been Eastern 
representative of the Anheuser-Busch 
Brewing Association, with headquarters 
in Philadelphia, He recently visiieu ot. 
Louis and seemed in perfect health. 
Buse’s brother, F. H. Buse of 3853 
Cleveland avenue, was with him when 
the end came, having been called to 
Philadelphia several days ago by a 
message which said that Buse was dan- 
gerously ill at the Continental Hotel 
there. The brother started home with 
the body Monday night. 

Before going East in September, 1910, 
Buse was vice-president of the Henseler 
Mercantile Oil and Supply Co. He was 
44 years old and unmarried. 
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the most eligible bachelors in St. Louis. 
His unfailing good nature, his cherubic 
smile, his skill as a comedian and his 
fine tenor voice made him popular. 
Buse was educated at St. Louis Uni- 
versity. While still a boy his voice at- 
tracted attention and he was selected 
as one of the tenors in the St. Louls 
University students’ choir, then recog- 
nized as one of the best organizations of 
its kind in the city. The other tenors 
were Dr. John H. Simon, former Health 
Commissioner, and Thomas Masterson 
and Leo Cornet, now newspaper men. 
Successful as a Salesman. 

After leaving college he became an oil 
salesman and was so successful in this 
calling that in a few years he acquired 
a substantial interest in the company 
which employed him. 

For many years Buse was one of the 
“Big Four” in the Hot Time Minstrels, 
an amateur organization whose shows 
became famous. The others in the “Big 
Four’ were Dewey Hickey, Stephen A, 
Martin and Leon Gale. 

In the Apollo Club Buse was almost 
equally prominent. He appeared in 
many amateur operatic entertainments 
and rejected several offers of profes- 
sional engagements.

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The Central Trades and Labor Union is ill-ad- 
vised in opposing any concession to the railroads 
on the part of tke city in the cost of abolishing 
grade crossings. We do not believe that the reso- 
lution adopted by the union reflecting on the 
motives of city officials who favor concessions is 
justified. 

The Post-Dispatch is impelled to differ with 
members ofthe union and other considerable ele- 
ments of the community on the question of the 
city’s assuming consequential damages in grade 
separations by considerations or the public wel- 
fare. We assume that public officials are moved 
by these considerations, which are so weighty 
that we feel sure that eventually the opponents 
of concessions will come to our view. 

If the Central Trades and Labor Union were 
asked to decide whether ‘the city should pay a 
very small part of the cost of abolishing grade 
crossings or 70 St. Louisans should be killed, we 
do not doubt the conclusion. The union would 
rather have the city sacrifice a little money than 
sacrifice 70 St., Louisans 

This is practically the issue in the grade-cross- 
ing problem, If the crossings are, not separated 
within five years, it is a certainty that about 70 
persons will be «i.led.. Parents will lose children, 
children will lose parents, families will be broken, 
if the city attempts to force the railroads to as- 
sume the consequential damages in changing es- 
tablished railroad grades. 

Every case in which the city tries to force the 
railroads to bear every dollar of the cost, includ- 
ing the consequential damages, will be followed 
by prolonged litigation. It has been so in the 
past and it will be so in the future. St. Louis 
has accomplished nothing so far by the policy of 
forcing all the cost on the railroads. Cities which 
have assumed part of the cost have made great 
progress. 

But in the past five years, while nothing has 
been accomplished toward abolishing grade cross- 
ings, 70 persons have been killed. 

If we continue the policy of nonconcession, the 
city may win in all cases or in some cases. It 
may lose in some or all cases. The outcome is 
uncertain. The only certain result of this policy 
is death to many innocent persons and the retard- 
ing of city improvements, 

Under the policy of concession the city can ob- 
tain better improvements from the railroads. By 
mutual agreement we may avoid having unsightly 
structures on railroad rights-of-way. We may 
avoid having elevated tracks where there should 
be depressed tracks. This is highly important in 
the Forest Park crossings. 

In short, by fair concession we will get prompt 
and satisfactory results. We will save life. The 
public welfare wholly overshadows any benefit 
the railroads may reap from reasonable conces- 
sions on consequential damages. The cost to the 
city will be small; the saving of life will be great. 
We regard life as more important than money. 
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If Cuba has any further trouble she may “tell 
it to the marines.” 








LAST STAND OF OLD GUARD. 

We have been hearing for years about an Old 
Guard in the Senate:’ As everybody knows, Old 
Guards never surrender, though the “recall” may 
work havoc in their ranks. Chairman Burrows 
of the committee that made the original report in 
Mr. Lorimer’s favor was one of the first to be 
struck down on the firing line. Senator Cullom 
was the last in the @ld Guard’s extended casualty 
list. i 

If the Old Guard is preparing to make another 
stand on Lorimer, it will be its last stand. Only 
a disheartened remnant of it remains. His re- 
fusal to retire voluntarily in the past has meant 
the involuntary retirement of many of his friends 
and will mean the retirement of many more in the 
future. That is the way of the political boss. He 
is prepared to indure martyrdom for his friends, 
he says, but what he really does is to devour 
them. He selfishly demands sacrifices which he 
himself would never make for friendship. 
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The Jersey primaries today have one great 
virtue. They will virtually put an end to the 
most undignified personal fuss that ever ensued 
between two ex-Presidents. 
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PERSONAL TASTE IN REFORMS. 

Miss Dolly Dooly favors us with a feeling ex- 
pression of her decided preference in the matter 
of what and what not to reform. She argues for 
reforming ugly and smelly ashpits as against 
steam whistles, and we easily infer that she is a 
lover of beauty, an artist rather of the eye and 
the nose, so to say, than of the ear. 

For our part we could be happy with either re- 
form, but we would remind Miss Dooly, “‘de gusti- 
bus non disputandum,” which as che very well 
knows means there can be no arguing about 
tastes. While we differ with the French wit 
who remarked that morals are purely a matter 
of taste, we do believe that reform is often a 
question of personal choice. 

The selection of a reform is often an expression 
of individual temperament. One person will be 
artistically and morally offended by an unkempt 
ashpit in which a rubber shoe is smoldering, 
while a musician will shrivel up like a leaf at 
the shrilly blast of a. factory ,Whistle or steam- 
boat siren. One person has an affinity for flies; 
another an irresistible attraction for mosquitoes, 
The former will have a leaning towards a fly- 
swatting crusade; the latter a weakness for oiling 
ponds. Some people feel that the question of 
straps in street cars ought to come before the 
correction of the Federal judiciary; others that 
smoke abatement should supersede suffrage; still 
others that silencing pianos in saloons after 9 
Dp. ™m. is more of a desideratum than the direct 
election of United States Senators; others in- 
deed who set their hearts with all intensity on 
one universal panacea such as the single tax or 
prohibition or pure food or Roosevelt, which 
their good neighbors view as even less vital than 
muzzling canine pets, naming a street, or com- 








pelling everybody to kill rats on a given day once |

The Roosevelt Hysteria. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

Is hysteria becoming common to the people of 
this republic? Else how is it that men and news- 
papers ordinarily well balanced, become 80 efr- 
ratic in expression when discussing the candidacy 
of Roosevelt? Is there something in the make- 
up of that citizen which stirs up the latent seeds 
of crude and extravagant assertion? 

It is safe to say that the real Roostvelt is 
reither what his admirers claim, nor is he by any 
stretch of the imagination as bad and as danger- 
ous as his opponents assert. If he is elected 
President this fall, neither civil war nor the bu-
